Andover’s tax rate will again this 
year be $29.00 per thousand, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by the assessors this week. The 
rate was held at the previous level 
despite increased town expendi- 
tures of $53,000, due mostly to in- 
creased payroll costs in all de- 
partments. 

State assessments were down 
$17,000, while receipts held at about 
the same level as last year. There 
was very little change in the valu- 
ation, since the war has brought 
construction to a virtual standstill.

Garbage 


(Continued from Page 1) 


The licenses were granted as 
usual at the first of the year for 
thé usual full year, since the Board 
did not at that time feel the town 
would adopt the garbage collection 
article. -When the specifications 
were released, the contractors ap- 
parently believed that it covered the 
entire town, since no exceptions 
were mentioned. One of the most lu- 
crative sources of garbage is the 
Phillips Academy dining hall, and 
the contract for this is held by Win- 
throp White under his license 
granted in January for the full 
year. Mr. Chadwick of North An- 
dover, to whom the contract was 
to have been awarded for town col- 
lection, feels that this should be in- 
cluded in his contract. He intends 
to use all his garbage for his hogs, 
not selling any, which of course 
constitutes a serious feed problem 
for local hog-raisers. 


The statement of the Board of 
Health follows: 

The Board of Health feels that 
the problem of the collection of 
ganbage in the town should be re- 
viewed at this time. 

At the last Town Meeting, Article 
27, sponsored by Mr. Franklin H. 
Stacey and others, was voted upon 
favorably. Subsequently specifica- 
tions were drawn and advertised 
with the result that three (3) bids 
were received. The decision of the 
Board of Health and the Selectmen 
was to award the one-year con- 
tract to Mr. Stanley Chadwick of 
Andover. A formal contract was 
then written. 

At a meeting held June 11, 1945, 
the Board of Health, the Selectmen, 
Town Counsel, and Mr. Chadwick 
discussed the contract terms and 
verbally agreed to sign the contract 
after minor changes were made. 
However, on the next day, Mr. 
Chadwick, upon advice of his coun- 
sel, refused to sign. . 

The delay arises primarily on the 
question of cancellation of licenses 
now outstanding. The Town Coun- 
sel advises that it would seem that 
the present licensees should be al- 
lowed to continue their services 
until December 31, 1945, the ex- 
piration date of their licenses. This 
situation prevents the immediate 
inauguration of the plan of col- 
lection which had been anticipated. 

Another question is whether or 
not stores, restaurants, and dining 
halls should be included or only 
residences. In many towns and 
cities it has proved better to limit 
the contract collection to _ resi- 
dences while allowing the others to 
sell or dispose of their refuse as 
they see fit to properly licensed 
collectors. If this method were put 
into effect here in Andover, the 
cost would be more than the $4000 
voted. 

The proposition still needs much 
study and we sincerely hope a satis- 
factory solution will soon be found.
